TRIBUTES have been paid to 
an inspirational teacher who 
was killed after being hit by a 
car on a village road. 

Katherine Michelle Colson, 
28, of Black Horse Drove, 
Littleport, died following the 
crash at Ten Mile Bank in the 
village which happened while 
she was out jogging. 

Miss Colson was a science teacher 
and pastoral leader at King Edward VI 
School at Bury St Edmunds, where 
pupils and staff returned on Monday 
after the half-term break. 

Headteacher Geoff Barton said: “This 
is devastating news for the whole 
school community 

“Katie Colson joined us as a newly- 
qualified teacher of science six years 
ago. Her brilliant rapport with students 
was immediate, and just two years later 
she was promoted to the position of 
division leader - responsible for the 
progress and welfare of 175 students. 

“When asked at interview why she 
wanted the job, she said simply: 
‘Because I love working with young 
people.’ That sentence sums her up.” 

He added: “She was one of our most 
capable young teachers and leaders, 
destined to take on a senior role in a 
school in the future. She combined 
calm unflappability, deep 
professionalism, a sense of fun and 
kindness. She was admired by students 
and colleagues alike. 

“School is going to feel a very 
different place without her.” 

The school held a series of 
assemblies on Monday morning to talk 
to students about Miss Colson’s death. 
A service of remembrance will be held 
later this week. 

The driver of a silver Fiat Punto, a 31- 
year-old woman from Welney, was 
seriously injured and was taken to

Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cambridge 
for treatment. A police spokesman said 
her injuries were not life-threatening 
and she was in a stable condition. 

The car careered off the road and 
ended up smashed on its side, 
demolishing part of a wall next to the 
road in the process. 

Police officers were called at 7.15am 
last Friday to reports of the collision. 
Magpas’ Helimedix team also went to 


the scene. 

Consultant Dr Rod Mackenzie said: 
“This was an extremely upsetting 
incident for all involved as we were 
unable to help one of the patients. Our 
condolences are with the family. 

“We would like to make a plea to all 
road users to take care during this 
dangerous time. Every year, we see an 
increase in serious accidents when the 
light and clocks change.”

“He still needs to have further surgery 
before he starts walking again. 

“It is people like Alex who will benefit 
from the work of Help for Heroes and their 
rehabilitation centre at Headley Court. 

“It’s an usual event to happen near Ely 
Cathedral, but there was a great 
atmosphere and we re very grateful for all 
the support on the day.”

Andy Tucker, the county’s risk 
manager, said: “We are urging 
people in Cambridgeshire to 
ensure these events remain fun 
for everyone involved and that 
people stay safe this year. 

“Bonfires can very easily 
spread to nearby homes, out¬ 
buildings, trees and fences. 

“Fireworks are extremely 
dangerous if not used correctly 
and can easily maim or kill the 
person using them, or those 
nearby. 

“Unfortunately, at this time of 
year, there are some people 
who deliberately set off fire¬ 
works and start bonfire for 
malicious purposes. 

“We would ask them to think 
carefully about the con¬ 
sequences of their actions. How 
would they feel if one of their 
friends were killed or seriously 
burnt?”

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Heartless thief 
takes pensioner’s 
war memorabilia 

A BURGLAR broke into a house 
while the elderly occupant was at 
home before making off with 
Second World War memorabilia. 

The intruder broke into the 
property in Rosemary Lane, 
Chatteris, on Saturday at about 
10.45pm, by kicking out the 
centre panel of the front door. 

The 76-year-old victim had 
been asleep in an armchair but 
she was woken by the bang and 
realised someone was upstairs. 
She called out to ask who it was. 
There was no answer but a man 
came down the stairs and ran 
past her and out of the door. 

The victim was shaken and 
upset by what happened and 
neighbours came out to comfort 
her and call police. 

It was later discovered that 
various war memorabilia had 
been stolen from a tin container, 
including identification cards, 
ration books, photographs and a 
national service medal. 

Police believe the offender 
visited the victim’s house about 
two hours earlier claiming to be 
trick or treating but she did not 
let him in. 

He is described as 5ft lOin to 
6ft tall and wearing a dark coat 
with a hood and dark bottoms. 

Pc Chris Goodman, who is 
investigating, said: “This is a 
despicable crime by a burglar 
who would have know the 
vulnerability of the victim. It has 
had a massive impact on her and 
she is extremely shaken by what 
happened. 

“The items stolen are also of 
sentimental value to her.

“We have raised 
£20,000 so far, but we 
need to raise £150,000 
for the school, which 
should open in early 
2012. 

“These are 

minuscule amounts by 
Western standards, but 
they will make an 
incredible difference to 
so many people’s live in 
Kenya. 

“The walks will also 
help us to provide fresh 
water to the Maasai 
communities and 
safeguard their health.”

The comic, who is known for his ill- 
tempered rants on BBC2’s Grumpy Old Men 
and Radio 4’s News Quiz, was one of 374 
people stranded on a First Capital Connect 
(FCC) service outside Foxton last Friday at 
4.55pm. 

After several hours of waiting, several 
passengers broke open the doors of the train 
and walked down the tracks. 

However, Mr Smith and other passengers 
remained aboard until another service 
arrived to transfer them to Royston station, 
where replacement bus services were 
available. 

With passenger reaching Cambridge at 
about 9.30pm, Mr Smith was unable to 
perform at his near sell-out gig at The 
Makings, in Ely, that evening.

ECDC’S £250 tad 
trip to royal party 


TAXPAYERS footed bills of more 
than £200 to take council leaders 
to Buckingham Palace garden 
parties - in taxis. 

A Weekly News investigation has 
revealed that East Cambridgeshire 
District Council has spent £2,516 in taxi 
fares in the past two-and-a-half years. 

In luly 2009, £250 was spent taking 
council chairman Cllr Peter Cresswell, 
his wife, the principal IT officer and 
guest from Isleham and Newmarket to a 
royal garden party. 

A year before, £225 was spent on 
taking council leader Cllr Fred Brown 
and his wife, and the development 
services director and his wife, from 
Littleport and Wilburton to a similar 
event at Buckingham Palace. 

Chief executive fohn Hill and his wife 
have twice in the last two years been 
treated to brunch and a parade at 
Dalham Hall Stud in Newmarket, taking 
a return taxi from Little Downham at a 
cost of £60 on both occasions. 

Cllr Brown and his wife enjoyed the

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same treat last year, with the return taxi 
from Littleport costing £70. 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of the council’s 
opposition, said charging taxpayers for a 
trip to Buckingham Palace was “gilding 
the lily”. 

He said: “I find it pretty amazing 
because I see going to an event like this 
as being a gift from the district.” 

Mr Hill said the council tried to get 
value for money. 

He said: “When the authority looked 
into the cost of getting a train and 
Underground ticket to London the cost 
of travel for four by taxi was almost the 
same. 

“While no-one likes to spend money 
unnecessarily, these journeys happen on 
only very rare occasions and were in 
response to specific civic invitations.” 

The investigation found city and 
district authorities have spent more than 


£67,000 on taxi fares in the last two-and- 
a-half years. 

Cambridge City Council shelled out 
£35,059, while South Cambridgeshire 
District Council coughed up £29,198, 
according to data released under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

Huntingdonshire District Council 
spent £1,013 during the same period, 
spanning the years 2008/09, 2009/10 and 
2010/11 to date, while Cambridgeshire 
County Council declined to respond, 
saying it would take too long to tot up 
the figures. 

Cllr Neil McGovern, Cambridge City 
Council’s resources chief, said much of 
the authority’s taxi bill was run up as a 
result of meetings going on late into the 
night, or attempts to engage with vul¬ 
nerable members of the community. 

He said: “Officers and members use 
alternative means of transport whenever 
possible but on occasions, especially 
when people need to work late into the 
evening, taxis may be the best way of 
getting them home.”

A GYM owner has been told she 
cannot install a business sign outside 
her premises.

Rates and fall in visitor 


numbers force closure 


A WELL-known antiques’ 
shop in Ely is closing 
down, with its owner 
blaming high business 
rates and falling visitors 
numbers for the store’s 
demise. 

Morlands has been trading at 
its store in Broad Street for 10 
years after starting out as a stall 
on Ely market. 

But owner Pauline Baker is 
shutting her doors for the last 
time on December 24, saying 
trading conditions are too tough 
for independent antiques stores. 

She said: “The internet has 
played a big part as people find it 
easier to browse and trade online, 
making it hard for us to compete. 

“But we just have not had the 
visitors to Ely this year. I’m a tour 
guide too, so I know there has 
been a definite drop in tourists. 

“It’s a real shame because the 
profile of the town has never 
been higher. We’ve had Liam 
Neeson, Cate Blanchett and 
Natalie Portman filming movies 
here, but Ely hasn’t capitalised on 
it. 
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“Apple days and eel days are 
good fun, but we need more 
promotion outside the area to 
attract visitors. 

“There is also a tendency for 
people to browse, rather than 
buy. It’s not possible for traders to 
stay open when this happens. 

“Shoppers who value Ely’s 
independent shops need to 
support us by buying and not 
treating the place like a mus¬ 
eum.” 

She added: “Unfortunately, 
Ely’s business rates are also above 
the national average and it has 
become uneconomic for us to 
keep the shop open. 

“We have enjoyed providing 
our services to people in Ely and 
we are grateful for the support 
our regular customers have given 
over the years. 

“Our goods will still be avail¬ 
able online and we look forward 
to seeing friends at the antiques 
fair in Newmarket and Wood 
Green.”

Support for 
breastfeeding 

Sir, At the beginning of this year I 
was contacted by Deborah Powell, 
resident involvement manager at 
Sanctuary Hereward. Deborah had 
access to some grant money and 
wanted to develop a breastfeeding 
support initiative at the Barns 
Community Rooms, Hugh Barns, 
Ely. She asked if I would run a 
weekly support group. 

Deborah also offered to fund some 
training for experienced 
breastfeeding mothers to give them 
the skills and knowledge to support 
and promote breastfeeding in the 
local community. 

At the end of February the Ely 
Breastfeeding Support Group was 
launched at the Barns Community 
Rooms. This was a much-needed 
and long-awaited service for the 
mums of Ely. During the six 
months that it ran at the Barns 
Community Rooms, the group 
proved very popular with up to 
nine mothers attending each week 
to get specialist information and 
help with specific concerns, to 
meet other breastfeeding mothers, 
and share experiences. 

The Sanctuary Hereward funding 
also paid for six local mothers to 
train as breastfeeding peer 
supporters through the NHS 
Cambridgeshire Breastfeeding Peer 
Supporter Training Programme, 
facilitated by Bernadette Crosson, 
health improvement specialist in 
pregnancy, and accredited by the 
Open College Network. These peer 
supporters will become active in 
the Ely area over the coming 
months and will be a great help in 
promoting and supporting 
breastfeeding. 

At the end of August the funding 
from Sanctuary Hereward sadly 
ended and provision for the 
support group has now been taken 
over by NHS Cambridgeshire and 
Ely Children’s Centre. The group 
has moved to Ely Children’s Centre, 
Springmeadow School, High Barns, 
Ely, and runs weekly on 
Wednesdays from 1.30-2.30pm. 

The group continues to grow with 
up to 14 mums attending, along 
with their babies, older children, 
partners and grandparents. 
Breastfeeding support is not 
something normally associated 
with a housing association. So, I 
would like to thank Sanctuary 
Hereward and, in particular, 
Deborah Powell, Katrina 
Wodehouse and the staff at the

PARISH councillors are fuming 
after discovering a community 
car park has been sold without 
their knowledge. 

Witchford Parish Council says East 
Cambridgeshire District Council sold a 
small car park in Victoria Green without 
giving residents a chance to have their 
say. 

The parish council insists the space 
was given to the village as a “comm¬ 
unity amenity” as part of the Victoria 
Green housing development around 15 
years ago. 

However, a sign marked “private” has 
now been erected at the site. 

John Hill, the district council’s chief 
executive, confirmed to the Weekly 
News that the car park has been sold to 
Mr and Mrs Wan, owners of the village 
post office and takeaway. 

Cllr George Jellicoe, parish council 
chairman, is livid and said: “I don’t 
know what on earth the district council 
is playing at. 

“This car park was provided by the 
developers of the Victoria Green 
housing development as a community 
amenity. 

“They have no right to sell it, let alone 
without consulting the parish council 
and local people about it. 

“People are worried that now a 
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private sign has been put up the land 
could be built on and we could lose this 
valuable little car park.” 

Cllr Jellicoe said the parish council 
had written to the district council’s legal 
department about the sale. 

Mr Hill said the sale has already gone 
ahead but added the site would cont¬ 
inue to be used as a car park. 

He said: “Following a decision by the 
district council’s asset management 
sub-committee, we have agreed to sell a 
piece of land adjacent to Victoria Green, 
Witchford, to Mr and Mrs Wan. 

“Clearly, there appears to be a 
difference in opinion between the 
current landowner and the parish 
council about how the land should now 
be used. 

“But as part of the conditions of sale 
it was agreed the land could not be built 
upon and should be used as a car 
parking area. 

“It is important to stress that the 
money raised from this sale has been 
ploughed into funding of services for 
the benefit of everyone who lives in the 
district and the land had never been 
subject to any conditions to retain it for 
community use.”

Airman twice over 
drink limit banned 


A MECHANIC in the United 
States Air Force has been 
banned from the road after he 
was caught drink driving. 

Iordan Simmons, 25, was more than 
double the legal alcohol limit when 
police caught him behind the wheel in 
Ely. 

Simmons was stopped by officers in 
Market Street at 11.30pm on October 8 
and admitted he had been drinking.

“He eventually slowly moved forward, 
turned left onto Lynn Road and then 
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turned right into Market Street, despite 
clear ‘no entry’ signs being present. 

“Officers stopped him and he 
admitted he had been drinking.” 

At Ely police station, Simmons, of 
Hills Road, Saham Toney, near Thetford, 
gave a reading of 71 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. 

The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Simmons pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday to a 
charge of drink driving. 

facqui Baldwin, mitigating, told the 
court her client was a mechanic in the 
United States Air Force. 

She said: “Simmons is stationed here 
in the UK for the next three years and as 


a result of this has been banned from all 
driving duties with the force. 

“He was out in Ely with friends and 
didn’t know the area very well. 

“It was actually another one of his 
friends who was meant to be driving but 
my client stupidly took the keys from 
him, thinking he was more sober than 
he was. 

“He realises it was a silly thing to do 
and is now paying the consequences for 
it.” 

Magistrates disqualified Simmons 
from driving for 18 months and fined 
him £360. 

Mary Rone, presiding magistrate, said: 
“Drink driving is certainly not looked 
upon favourably in this country and the 
penalties we have imposed reflect that.” 

Simmons was also ordered to pay £85 
court costs and £15 victim surcharge.

River Little Ouse. 

Magistrates also ordered 
them to each pay £115 in 
court costs. 

A spokeswoman for the 
EA said: “Every vessel on 
the waterways must display 
a valid boat or craft regist¬ 
ration certificate and regist¬ 
ration number at all times. 

“The money we get from 
boat registration is spent on 
improving and maintaining 
our waterways and lock 
structures.” 


Long wait for appeal news 


A PLANNING appeal concerning a 
farm in Littleport has been heard - 
but the appellant will now have to 
wait more than a month to hear 
the outcome. 

Earlier this year, Mr S King, 
owner of Riverside Farm, New 
River Bank, applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
for planning permission to station 
a mobile home at his farm. 

Mr King wants to use the mobile 
home to supervise a proposed 
equine business. The application 
involves changing the use of land. 

But it was refused by planners at 
the authority.

A district council spokesman 
said: “Officers refused the 
application as the site is located 
outside the development envelope 
of Littleport and is classified as 
‘countryside’, where there is a 
policy of strict control over 
residential development. 

“The planning inspector heard 
from both the applicant and the 
council who argued that the 
exceptions to allow development 
in the countryside had not been 
met in this case. 

“The inspector indicated that a 
decision would be made in the 
next five or six weeks.” 
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No grit for 
bus routes

Parish councils across the district have 
raised their concerns about the move. 

Cllr Ian Allen, East Cambridgeshire 
Liberal Democrat leader and a Witchford 
resident, said: “This is shocking. Who’s 
going to be responsible when a school 
bus goes off the road? 

“This is extremely short-sighted and is 
asking for trouble. 

“I understand that savings have to be 
found but this is putting young people’s 
lives at risk.” 

The decision was made by the county 
council’s cabinet last week. 

Ely Lib Dem Cllr Sue Austen said: “This 
is going to cause chaos. I find it funny 
how the decision was made during the 
half-term.” 

Cllr Mac McGuire, the county council’s 
cabinet member for highways, said 
despite the cut backs, residents would be 
able to “plan ahead”. 

He said: “The Liberal Democrats are 
scaremongering. 

“Having a plan in place for times of 
national crisis also mean residents can 
plan ahead and a map showing the 
gritting routes will be published on the 
council’s website.” 





DOZENS of school bus routes 
look set to be ignored this winter, 
sparking fears East Cambridge¬ 
shire could grind to a halt in 
harsh weather conditions. 

Highways chiefs say it will be too 
expensive to grit school bus routes across 
the region this winter, including many in 
the Ely area. 

Instead, Cambridgeshire County 
Council will be giving priority to all A and 
B roads, links to hospitals and roads 
adjacent to major Fen drains. 

The move has been slammed by Lib¬ 
eral Democrat councillors who have 
described it as “shocking”. 

The Weekly News can confirm that in 
Ely, most primary school routes will not 
be gritted, including Lisle Lane, Market 
Street, Newnham Street and the end of 
Forehill. 

High Barns Road, Barway Road, Witch- 
ford Road, Kings Avenue and Downham 
Road will also be ignored, despite being 
home to the majority of the city’s schools. 

Roads in Witchford and Wentworth will 
not be gritted either, including outside 
Rackham Primary School and along the 
Grunty Fen Drain. 

The county council will be gritting the 
Witcham road through Coveney as a 
“secondary route”. 


Work starts on town’s first care home

WORK to transform a 
derelict hotel into a care 
home for the elderly has 
finally started. 

Builders have moved 
onto the former Soham 
Lodge Hotel site, off the 
A142,10 months after 
proposals to turn it into a 
nursing home were 
approved. 

Developers will be 
changing the building into a 
50-bedroom care home for 
the elderly and those with 
Alzheimer’s and dementia. 

It will also be extended 
to provide additional rooms 
and facilities, including 


three day rooms, a dining 
room, two indoor garden 
areas, a kitchen and a 
therapy room. 

The scheme will create 


up to 80 jobs, including 
carers, nurses, cooks and 
cleaners. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s planning 


committee approved the 
plans in January. 

Eastcliff Developers 
submitted the plans on 
behalf of the site’s owner, 
David Lidford, who said it 
would be the first real 
nursing home for Soham. 

Currently, the only 
provision for elderly care in 
the town is through 
sheltered housing and 
residential homes. 

Since the hotel’s closure 
in March 2008, the site has 
been plagued by anti-social 
behaviour and travellers 
camping illegally there.

Park still open to 
dogs for walkies

DOG owners have received 
an apology after being mis¬ 
lead into thinking they were 
banned from using a park. 

Residents were outraged after a 
sign was erected at Pocket Park, Ely, 
telling them they were prohibited 
from taking animals onto the 
popular open space. 

Obedient dog walkers have been 
avoiding the park for around two 
weeks since the sign was put up, 
despite having exercised their 
pooches there for years. 

But East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has now apologised to dog 
owners and asked workmen to alter 
the sign, admitting it was mis¬ 
leading. 

A spokesman for the authority 
said: “We would like to reassure dog 
owners that their animals are more 
than welcome to use Pocket Park.” 

The ‘no animals’ ban is one of 
many new rules displayed on a sign 
at the park. 

However, the new rules refer to 
the children’s play area only and 
have been introduced to make it 
safer for youngsters using the site. 

People are still permitted to 
exercise their dogs on the rest of the 
park, the council has confirmed. 

Furious dog owners contacted 


the Weekly News after believing 
they had been banned from using 
the whole park. 

Clare Steward, of Barton Road, 
Ely, said: “Everyone is outraged. 

“For years, people, including 
myself, have walked their dogs on 
Pocket Park and then all of a 
sudden a sign is put up saying we 
no longer can. 

“To say dogs must be kept on a 
lead would be more acceptable but 
this is ludicrous.” 

Another disgruntled dog owner, 
David Waterman, of Back Lane, 
said: “So many people use Pocket 
Park to walk their dogs. 

“I’m furious with the council - 


why are we being banned?” 

However, a district council 
spokesman said: “When the new 
play area opened earlier this year, 
we put up one of our generic play 
area signs which contained health 
and safety information, contact 
numbers and various other details. 

“At the bottom of the sign, there 
was the line ‘no animals’ which 
referred to the play area, not the 
rest of the park. 

“We apologise for any confusion 
this may have caused and to avoid 
any further problems we have 
covered up the line and have 
ordered a new sign.”

D’oh! Store baker 
Is caught stealing 


A BAKER tried to steal a 
computer lead from his 
employer by hiding it 
among bread rolls, a court 
heard. 

Daniel Woodhouse was fired by 
supermarket giant Tesco after a 
security guard spotted him 
stuffing the cable underneath 
packets of rolls in the store’s 
bakery. 

The 27-year-old was an emp¬ 
loyee at Tesco’s in Angel Drove, 
Ely, at the time.

“He’d also torn the security tag 
off the packaging and put it inside 
a lump of dough in the bin. 

“When confronted Woodhouse 
said he couldn’t deny what he’d 
done.” 

Mrs Mardell added: “Wood- 
house told police he intended to 
take the cable home to use on his 
X-Box. 

“Even though he didn’t actually 
leave the store with the cable, the 
packaging was too badly 
damaged for them to sell the lead. 

“I would ask for £9.29 in 
compensation to be paid to Tesco 


for the money they lost.” 

Woodhouse, of Guntons Close, 
Soham, pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court to a charge of 
theft. 

Unrepresented in court, he 
said: “This isn’t something I’m 
proud of. It was such a silly 
mistake and as a result I’m now 
unemployed.” 

Woodhouse was ordered to do 
80 hours of unpaid work in the 
local community and must pay 
£9.29 compensation to his former 
employers. 

He must also pay £85 court 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Mary Rone, presiding magis¬ 
trate, said: “It wouldn’t matter if 
you’d stolen something that was 
worth £9,000, it was a breach of 
trust. 

“You’d planned this and I find it 
quite despicable.”

Plan revealed 
for solar farm 


A VILLAGE near Ely could 
soon boast East Anglia's 
biggest solar energy farm. 

Cambridgeshire-based firm 
Abbey Renewables wants to build a 
five megawatt 35-acre solar 
electricity farm in Wilburton. 

The multi-million-pound plans 
have been unveiled ahead of a 
formal planning application being 
submitted in mid-November. 

If approved, the £13 million 
project would provide renewable 
electricity for more than 1,200 
homes. 

It would mean the whole of 
Wilburton and Aldreth, plus half of 
Haddenham, could be powered by 
the farm. 

The farm’s solar panels would 
also save more than 55,000 tonnes 
of carbon dioxide over a 25-year 
period. 

The land earmarked for the 
ground-breaking project is at 
Mingay Farm along Twenty Pence 
Road in the village.

of Abbey Renewables, which is 
based in Peterborough, said the 
farm would use solar photovoltaics 
to create the energy 

He said: “Solar photovoltaics are 
a technology that has been around 
for some time and it is not 
uncommon to see large solar farms 
in the fields around Germany, 
Spain and Italy but until now have 
not been seen in the UK. 

“Cambridgeshire provides 
similar levels of solar radiation to 
those achieved in southern 
Germany where development of 
solar farms has been ongoing for 
some time. 

“We have been involved in the 
renewable energy sector for over 
20 years and are very excited by 
our plans for Wilburton Solar Farm 
which will be one of the first in the 
UK. 

“The UK is currently some way 


behind meeting its targets and we 
see solar becoming a major source 
in helping to achieve them. 

“As a company we also believe in 
providing social rewards for the 
community near the solar farm 
and are in discussions with the 
local community in Wilburton to 
understand the additional benefits 
we can provide.” 

Mr Sutton said leaflets would be 
posted through doors across the 
district. 

Wilburton Primary School is also 
being offered the chance to have 
solar panels put on its roof as part 
of the project. 

The news comes just weeks after 
German-owned energy firm Vogt 
Solar put forward plans to build a 
30-acre solar energy farm north of 
Bourn, near Cambridge.

“She woke him up and he became 
agitated, which is when an argument 
broke out. 

“O’Brien assaulted her by barging 
her and she fell to the ground. 

“Police attended, saw she had been 
crying and she also had a graze on her 
left elbow. Paramedics were called but 
she refused to have it treated and 


prevented police from taking a 
photograph of the injury.” 

Ely Magistrates’ Court was told that 
O’Brien was given a 12-month cond¬ 
itional discharge in July for smashing 
two of his girlfriend’s windows. 

At the city’s courthouse last Thurs¬ 
day, he pleaded guilty to a charge of 
assault and also breaching his 
conditional discharge. 

Jim Dignan, mitigating, said: “My 
client was clearly very drunk. 

“He doesn’t have a drink problem 
but he is the stereotypical binge 
drinker that doesn’t know when to 
stop. 


“However, he has just got some 
new work doing painting and dec¬ 
orating and wants to be more mature 
about things now. 

“He tells me he felt quite excluded 
at the party and sat in the corner 
getting drunk.” 

Magistrates revoked O’Brien’s 
conditional discharge and imposed a 
new 12-month supervision order 
complete with alcohol misuse treat¬ 
ment. 

He was also ordered to complete 
180 hours of unpaid work in the local 
community and pay £85 court costs.

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Smooth and sweet Stylistics 


Leading Philadelphia soul group 
smooch in with their greatest hits 


A long with the 

Spinners and the 
O’Jays, the 

Stylistics are among the 
leading soul groups to 
emerge from Philadelphia. 

During the early 1970s, the 
band had 12 straight Top Ten 
hits, including You Are 
Everything, Betcha by Golly, 
Wow, I'm Stone in Love With 
You, Break Up to Make Up, and 
You Make Me Feel Brand New. 

Of all their peers, the 
Stylistics were one of the 
smoothest and sweetest soul 


groups of their era. All of their 
hits were ballads, graced by the 
soaring falsetto of Russell 
Thompkins, Jr, and the lush yet 
gracefiil productions of Thom 
Bell, which helped make the 
Stylistics one of the most 
successful soul groups of the 
first half of the 70s. 

The Stylistics formed in 
1968, when members of the 
Philadelphia soul groups the 
Monarchs and the Percussions 


joined forces after their 
respective band dissolved. 
Thompkins, James Smith, and 
Airrion Love hailed from the 
Monarchs; James Dunn and 
Herbie Murrell were from the 
Percussions. 

In 1970, the group recorded 
You ’re a Big Girl Now, a song 
their road manager Marty 
Bryant co-wrote with Robert 
Douglas, a member of their 
backing band Slim and the 


Boys, and the single became a 
regional hit for Sebring 
Records. The larger Avco 
Records soon signed the 
Stylistics, and the single 
eventually climbed to number 
seven in early 1971. 

Once they were on Avco, the 
Stylistics began working with 
producer/songwriter Thom Bell, 
who had previously worked 
with the Delfonics. The 
Stylistics became Bell’s pet 
project and with lyricist Linda 
Creed, he crafted a series of hit 
singles that relied as much on 
the intricately arranged and lush 


production as they did on 
Thompkins’ falsetto. Every 
single that Bell produced for the 
Stylistics was a Top Ten RB hit, 
and several were also Top Ten 
pop hits. 

Following You Make Me Feel 
Brand New in the spring of 
1974, the Stylistics broke away 
from Bell and began working 
with Van McCoy, who helped 
move the group towards a 
softer, easy listening style. In 
1976, they left Avco and signed 
with HL. The group’s American 
record sales declined, yet they 
remained popular in Europe, 


particularly in Great Britain, 
where Sing Baby Sing (1975), 
Na Na Is the Saddest Word 
(1975), Can’t Give You Anything 
(1975), and Can't Help Falling 
in Love (1976) were all Top 
Five hits. 

The Stylistics have continued 
to tour successfully with their 
greatest hits.

Wizard guitarist from 
Oz has unique style 


TWO-TIME Grammy 
nominee Tommy Emmanuel, 
one of Australia’s most res¬ 
pected musicians, is visiting 
Cambridge next week. 

The legendary guitarist has a 
professional career that spans 
almost five decades and 
continues to intersect with some 
of the finest musicians 
throughout the world. 

A household name in his native 
Australia, Tommy has won 
hundreds of thousands of loyal 
fans worldwide. His unique style 

- he calls it simply “finger style” 

- is akin to playing guitar the way 
a pianist plays piano, using all 10 
fingers. Rather than using a 
whole band for melody, rhythm, 
bass, and drum parts, Tommy 
plays all that - and more - on one 
guitar. Guitar legend Chet Atkins 
was one of the first to inspire 
Emmanuel to try this 
“fingerpicker” style as a child. 
Decades later, Atkins himself 
became one of Emmanuel's 
biggest fans. 

Tommy's unusual talent and 
life are common lore in Australia. 
Born into a musical family, 
Tommy and his older brother Phil 
were considered child prodigies. 
Tommy got his first guitar aged 
four and was taught by his 
mother. He learned by ear, with 
no formal instruction, and has 
never read music. By the age of 
six he was already working as a 
professional musician in the 
family band, variously named The 


Emmanuel Quartet, The Midget 
Surfaries and The Trailblazers. 

Tommy played rhythm guitar 
and his older brother Phil played 
lead, along with their brother 
Chris on drums and sister 
Virginia on slide guitar. The 
Emmanuel siblings earned the 
family’s sole income for several 
years. Tommy said: “I've spent all 
my life from the age of four 
playing music and entertaining 
people. I never wanted to do 
anything else.” By the age of 10, 
he had played his way across 
Australia. 

In 1962, Tommy heard 
Nashville guitarist Chet Atkins’ 
music for the first time and was 
riveted by the complexity of the 
solo sound and spent hours 
figuring out the “fingerpicking” 
style. Leaving school and home 
in his early teens, Tommy 
pursued his career as a 
professional guitarist. By the 70's, 
he was playing in clubs all over 
the city and soon found himself 
in high demand as a session 
player and sideman and became 
known as one of the best modem 
guitarists in Australia. 

Emmanuel got his solo 
instmmental career off the 
ground with the release of the 
gentle and textural Up from 
Down Under album in 1988.

THE Oscars may be the 
glitziest and most glamorous 
date in the film industry 
calendar but as history 
attests, the golden statuettes 
rarely go to the most 
deserving. 

Kirk Douglas, Greta Garbo, 
Cary Grant, Deborah Kerr, 
Peter O’Toole and Barbara 
Stanwyck may have 
collected honorary awards 
for their invaluable 
contribution to world cinema 
but they were all repeatedly 
snubbed despite their 
dazzling performances. 

With seven nominations and 
not a single win between 
them, Annette Bening and 
Julianne Moore join that 
illustrious list as two of 
Hollywood’s greatest and 
shamefully unrewarded 
actresses.

Volcano of colour 
from delicate acer 



AUTUMN HUES the acer will give year-round interest in 
the garden; left: Euonymous gives winter ground cover. 


T here are few trees 
that display the 
spectacular hues of 
autumn more vividly than 
the acer, with its delicate, 
finely cut foliage which 
provides a volcano of 
colour, from warm yellows 
and burnt oranges to fiery 
reds and deep burgundies. 

Every garden, no matter how 
large or small, should find space 
for trees - and there are few to 
top the acer for elegance, says top 
garden designer Andrew 
Mclndoe, of Hillier Nurseries, 
recently crowned International 
Grower of the Year. 

“Gardeners tend to concentrate 
on the little herbaceous beauties, 
but it is the trees that give the 
structure, height and year-round 
interest to a planting scheme,” 
says Mclndoe, who designed 20 
of Hillier’s 65 consecutive gold 
medal-winning gardens at 
Chelsea Flower Show. 

The supreme elegance, 
magnificent colour and sheer 
volume of varieties make the acer 
a good choice of tree, whatever 
the size of your garden, he says. 
They will grow happily on acid

or alkaline soils, need sun for 
good foliage colour but should be 
kept clear of biting winds, which 
will burn their delicate foliage, or 
drought, which will cause their 
leaves to go brown at the tips. 

Japanese maples, varieties of 
Acer palmatum, are ideal for 
smaller gardens. 

“Strong growing varieties such 
as Acer palmatum ‘Bloodgood’, 
with purple-red foliage, are the 
best to choose where a red-leaved 
tree of around 3-4m is required,” 
Mclndoe recommends. 

Japanese maples are also 
excellent for growing in the 
gentle shade of larger trees 
provided the earth in which they 
are planted is not awash with the 
roots of the larger specimen. 

While some acers provide 
colour in spring and summer, if 


you want them to become a focal 
point in autumn look no further 
than Acer palmatum ‘Ozakazuki’, 
which turns from green to vivid 
scarlet. 

“Plant it where the leaves will 
be back-lit by the sun in morning 
or late afternoon for best effect,” 
says Mclndoe. 

The coral bark maple, A. 
palmatum ‘Sango-kaku’, is 
renowned for its orange-red 
young stems which glow in 
winter light after the butter 
yellow autumn leaves have fallen. 

“This is a good choice for a 
smaller garden because it has 
upwardly sweeping branches as a 
young tree,” he adds. Plant it with 
the sapphire blue-flowered dwarf 
shrub Ceratostigma 
willmottianum for a striking 
combination. 

Acers can also be grown in 
containers to provide a splash of 
colour and architectural pizzazz 
on a patio. Plant them in large 
pots of John Innes loam-based 
compost for the best results, or a 
compost comprising equal parts 
John Innes No 2 and a soil-less 
multi-purpose compost, which 
will hang on to water and 
nutrients more effectively. 

If you want a taller tree and are 
prepared to be patient while it 


establishes itself, a good choice is 
the paper-bark maple, Acer 
griseum, Mclndoe recommends. 

“This has beautiful mahogany 
peeling bark and small three- 
lobed leaves of deep green which 
colour richly in autumn. The bark 
is spectacular in winter when 
caught by low winter sun. Plant it 
where the bare stems can be 
seen.” 

Other good choices for autumn 
include the snake bark maples 
including Acer davidii ‘George 
Forrest’, with its red-stalked 
leaves, and the native field maple 
A. campestre, which has a broad, 
bushy habit and small green 
leaves which turn butter-yellow 
in autumn. 

Mclndoe concludes: “Autumn 
and early winter are the ideal 
times to plant a new tree in your 
garden. Make sure you give it the 
best start by digging a hole much 
larger than the roots, prepare the 
soil well and break up the ground 
in the bottom of the hole, adding 
shrub and tree planting compost 
and slow-release fertiliser to the 
soil before you back-fill.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Euonymus 

You may have to stifle a yawn 
at the thought of buying another 


little evergreen euonymus, 
probably E. fortunei, for your 
winter pots or hanging baskets, 
but don’t knock it as it will often 
brighten up a spot in winter 
where nothing else will grow. 
These evergreen types and 
particularly the variegated 
varieties are probably the best of 
all ground covers in winter 
borders and under trees. They 
will grow in virtually any soil in 
both sun and partial shade, are 
easy to keep in check and can 


look pretty impressive against a 
shady wall. There are some 
which can be used as climbers, 
clinging to the wall like ivy, such 
as the white-edged ‘Silver 
Queen’. But if you want a true 
splash of autumn colour go for 
the deciduous spindle bush, 
Euonymus alatus, which grows to 
2m (6ft) high and 2m (6ft) wide 
and produces a spectacular 
display of molten-crimson leaves 
and later reveals unusual corky 
flanges.

DRIVERS spend nearly a year of 
their lives searching for a parking 
space, according to a survey out 
this week. 

The average motorist loses the 
equivalent of more than six days a year 
circling streets and car parks looking for 
a spot, the poll of 9,000 drivers found. 

Based on a motorist’s driving “life” 
lasting around 50 years, the lost time 
adds up to 7,600 hours, or more than 45 
weeks, the poll by parking company 
NCP found. 

Londoners lose the most time, 
spending an average of 182 hours a year, 
or more than 54 weeks in a motoring 
lifetime, in the search of a space. This 
compares with the national average of 
152 hours a year. 

The next-longest lost time is endured 
by motorists in Birmingham, followed 
by Glasgow and Newcastle. 

The survey also showed: 

■ 42 per cent of people - and 51 per 
cent of women - admit they will not 
attempt to park in a space if another car 


is waiting behind them; 

■ 23 per cent often get a passenger to 
do the parking for them; 

■ 44 per cent of people, and 48 per cent 
of women, have “lost” their car as they 
could not remember where they parked, 
with Birmingham motorists the most 
forgetful; 

■ 50 per cent have gone to the wrong 
floor or section of the car park to look 
for their vehicle, while 39 per cent of 
those have even attempted to get into 
someone else’s car, mistaking it for their 
own. 

NCP car parks chief operating officer 
fo Cooper said: “Parking should be 
simple, but in reality it is a stressful 
experience for most of us. 

“There’s often a lot of pressure on us 
from other passengers, people waiting 
behind you, and then there’s the added 
time pressure too. 

“It’s bad enough we’re spending so 
much time sitting in traffic jams, 
commuting on busy motorways or 
taking the children to school. Parking 
should be the easiest part.”
